CHARLIE CHAPLIN’S CONTRACT 


GIVES HIM $670,000 FOR A YEAR 


It Is Declared to Call’ for $10,000 
Weekly as Salary and Bonus of 
; $150,000. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—When it was 
reported that Charlie Chaplin had signed 
@ contract whereby he was to receive 
more than $600,000 for a year’s work 
for-the films, there was some disbelief, 
but, as a matter.of fact, the figure 
was too low. It was said Chaplin would 
receive $10,000 a week and a $100,000 bo- 
nus—in all $620,000. Offictal announce- 
ment that the contract had been closed 
came from John R. Frueler, president 
of the Mutual’ Film Corporation, today, 
with the statement that the bonus was 
$150,000—making a total of $670,C00. Frue- 
ler confirmed the announcement. with 
emphasis when incredulity was ex- 
pressed to him. 

“We can afford to pay this sum be- 
cause the public wants Chaplin and will 
pay for him,” he Said. 

The contract was signed Saturday, 
after three week’s negotiating. At the 


end of the year there will be a renewa! 
if both parties are satisfied.

German Officials contend they find no- | 
where in the international code any 
specific authority for arming ships and 
that the practice is from custom rather 
than rule. Germany is represented as 
taking the position that there are ships 
on the seas which, in the ordinary sense, 
are armed only for defensive purposes, 
but that for all practical purposes such 
armament is offensive when a subma- 
rine is concerned. 

Germany claims that her new policy 
toward armed ships squares with inter- 
national law, inasmuch as British mer- 
chantmen violate the law as interpreted 
by the, United States. Germany realizes 
that should it sink an armed ship, upon 
it will rest the burden of proof regard- 
ing the guns, but contends that upon the 
Government owning the ship would fali 
the burden of proof regarding the non- 
cffensive character of the armament.

“I have been instruc#§d at the same 
time by his majestey’s principal Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs to give the 
United States Government the Aullest 
assurances that British merchaht ves- 
sels will never be used for purposes of 
attack; that they are merely peaceful 
traders, arméd only for defense, and 
that they will never fire unless first 
fired upon, and that they will never, un- 
der any circumstances, attack any ves- 
sel,’’ 

Germany contends Great Britain has 
deliberately violated these assurances. 

The confidential advices from Ber. 
lin indicate that the German Gov- 
ernment might be willing to treat 
as peaceful merchantmen ships with ar- 
mament so light and so d that it 
could not possible be used offensively. 
For instance, it was intimated that Ger- 
many might, should the United States 
insist upon it, agree to grant immunity 
to vessels armed with a-single one- 
pounder, placed on the stern and so 
arranged that such a gun should. swing 
not more than 35 or # degrees.

50 BODIES F FROM SHIP SUNK 
BY MINE OFF DOVER FOUND; 
151 PERSONS ARE MISSING 


33 of Dead Were ‘Passengers and 14 Members 
of Lascar Crew~—Maloja Had Sailed for Bombay 


Carrying Many British Officials in India. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—Of the total com- 
plement of 411 passengers and crew on 
the Peninsular & Oriental Line steam- 
ship Maloja, which struck a mine and 
sank within half an hour yesterday two 
miles off Dover, only 260 are known to 
have been saved. Of the total of 119 
passéngers, 64 names of persons saved 
have been received. at the steamship 
company’s offices. It was stated that 
it was still hoped that more names of 
pérsons saved would be received, but up 
to mid-aftefnoon the continuous search 
by boats had failed to reveal any more 
survivors. Peninsular and Oriental offi- 
cials fear the death list will be one over 
160, 

The bodies of 33 passengers and 14 
members of the Lascar crew had been 
landed this morning and later three 
more bodies were washed in. If is 
not stated whether they were of pas- 
sengers or members of the crew. of 
the dead passengers 18 are men, 11 
women and four children. Among 
them is Mrs. McLeod, wife of Gen. Mc- 
Leod. Many relatives are arriving at 
Dover to endeavor to identify bodies. 

Among those rescued was a baby, 
warmly clad, which was found floating 
on its back. After the child was warmed 
it smiled at its rescuers and seemed 
none the worse for the immersion. 

Mine Charged to Germans, 

The British press is almost unanimous 
in assuming that the mines which sank 
the Maloja and the other vessels in the 
last week were a fresh sowing by the 
Germans. There is much speculation as 
to how they could have been laid. The 
theory most frequently advanced is that 
a certain class of neutral shipping was 
employed. 

The Pall Mall Gazette stggests that 
such operations may drive England to a 
still more stringent supervision of neu- 
tral shipping than has been exercised by 
the Admiralty. | 

The Maloja, a 12,431-ton vessel, 
Tilbury Saturday for Bombay. 

The steamer had just passed Animari- 
ty Pier at Dover and was opposite 
Shakespeare Cliff when an explosion 
shook her from end to end. She listed 
immediately to port. High seas were 
running.

Maloja everything possi- 
ble was done to get the passengers and 
crew off. All the boats already had 
been swung out before she struck, as 
a precaution against accident, and all 
those aboard had sufficient time to put 
on jife belts, instruction in the use of 
which had been given the previous eve- 
ning. 

Boat after boat and several rafts were 
sent away. Some persons leaped into 
the water and were picked up by the 
eweaidiiia craft. It was at firs: 
thought that everyone had been saved, 
but soon bodies began to be washod 
ashore. 

The captain said that both passengers 
and crew behaved splendidly.

prejudice of the President against Ger- 
many. 

The belief prevails, based on London 
dispatches, that Congress, and behind 
Congress the American people, are op- 
posed to going to war with Germany to 
enforce the right of Americans to travel 
on armed belligerent ships when neutral 
and American ships are available, but 
neither hope nor consolation is drawn 
from that, the impression being that 
President Wilson may be able to “force 
his will upon Congress and the peo- 
ple.’’ 

In Government circles much emphasis 
was laid tonight on what was asserted 
as an example of the “dictatorial power 
American Presidents possess, exceeding 
that of any monarch of a constitutional 
monarchy.” 

As I cabled two days ago the impres- 
sion prevails in all responsible quar- 
ters and is freely expressed, that the 
President wants a break with Germany 
and that Germany must look that pos- 
sibility squarely in the face. It was re- 
iterated to me tonight that Germany 
would carry out her policy of treating 
armed merchantmen as auxiliary war- 
ships, as foreshadowed in her memo- 
randum, 


In some quarters usually well  in- 
formed there was.the intimation that 
Germany might once more offer Amer- 
ica her hand in friendship, with a sug- 
gestion for providing ways and means 
of safe traveling for neutrals, possibly 
also another warning to neutrals to 
keep off armed ships, and after having 
shown the utmost conciliation to the 
last moment, would then ‘“‘do her duty 
to the German people by fighting for 
the existence of the nation with every 
weapon and arm at our command, and 
force the issue if Americans should be 
so unfortunate as to lose life.”’ 


Gerarg Appears Worried. 

With one shoulder in bandages, look- 
ing rather pale, Ambassador Gerard 
was at his desk today, evidently worried 
over the situation. He has no 
official information from Washington, 
and at the Foreign Office it was said 
that no advices had been received 
from Count von Bernstorff. 

Both Government and the public are 
entirely dependent on the English cor- 
respondents at Washington for news, 
none of which affords any hope to Ger- 
many. the impression that President 
Wilson’s letter is a “brusque refusal 
to negotiate further’ is taken also by 
a large section of the press. 


Alreedy there is speculation among 
Americans as to what their status would 
be in the event of a diplomatic break. 
There is wonder if both nations would 
fulfill the terms of the century-old 
treaty, which provides there will be no 
confiscation of private property and 
gives the citizens of .each country nine 
months to depart. The presumption is 
that as long as there is no actual war 
the status between America and Ger- 
many would be similar to that between 
Germany and Italy, where diplomatic 
relations were broken but there has 
been no war. Italians are permitted 
freedom, are not interned and their 
property and finances are untouched. 

The Kreuzzeitung characterizes Presi- 
dent Wilson as “the protector of En- 
gland.’’ The Taeglisches Rundschau de- 
clares the letter is ‘‘the most brusque 
conceivable rejection of Germany’s of- 
fers by America’’ and contends it leaves 
no room or chance for further negotia- 
tions, It charges that “Wilson wants 
war with German t all costs.’’ 

Count von Reventlow has written a 
comparatively quiet editorial, wherein 
he says the issue resolves itself into 
the question of the conduct of the sub- 
marine war.

PASTORS ASK FOR 


MASS MEETING ON 
VICE CONDITIONS 


Alliance Adopts Report of Com- 
mittee That Investigated Wine 
Rooms and Saloons. 


The report of a committee of min- 
isters, headed by the Rev. Dr. John L. 
Brandt, on vice conditions in St. Louis, 
which is to the general effect that the 
lid is off, and that vice is once more 
rampant, was approved by the Evengel- 
ical Alliance this morning, in its meet- 
iug at the Central Library. The resolu- 
tion provides that a mass meeting of 
civic bodies, to discuss the conditions re- 
ported by the Ministers’ Committee, shall 
be called. 

A number of the ministers found fault 
with the report because it did not name 
individuals who are to be held responsi- 
ble. The Rev. J. G. Johnson, chairman 
of the meeting, was one of those who 
called for names. Dr. Brandt’s reply 
was that the committee had received 
threatening letters, some of them declar- 
ing that church edifices would be blown 
up if the committee did not cease its ac- 
tivities. 

W. C. Shupp, of the Anti-Saloon 
league, told the ministers that, if they 
had read some of the threatening let- 
ters, “written to us by members of the 
gang we are after,’’ they might not be 
so insisterit on having names given in 
the report. The Rev. Dr. 8. H. Wood- 
row and the Rev. Clair E. Omes took 
the same view, and Dr. Woodrow asked 
that, if any of the ministers wished to 
take the responsibility of starting prose- 
cutions at the present time, they should 
stand up, so that they might be ap- 
pointed as a prosecuting committee. No 
cne arose. 

» he Rev. Dr. W. W. King asked for 
an executive session, that the letters 
might be read to the ministers, but this 
vas mot favored by others, and the 
trinisters then adopted the committs¢'s 
report. 

The secretary of the alliance made a 
report on a letter written to Gov. Major 
as to conditions ‘regarding the conduct 
of saloons, and he said the Governor 
replied that he was responsible for these 
matters, as he had power to remove the 
Excise Commissioner at pleasure. 

The report of Dr. Brandt’s committee 
told of the presence of women in sa- 
loons and winerooms, of gambling, of 
the dispensing of liquor in clubs, and 
of the presence of women on the streets 
at night. The blame was placed, in a 
general way, on the influence of the 
liquor business, and the liquor support 
of candidates for office. 


Text of Report. 

Following is the report: 

‘“‘Numerous cafes have been investi- 
gated that are managed as winerooms. 
Many patrons, both men and women, 
young and old, seen in cafes as early as 
9 and 10. No refreshments served. In 
many cafes women of the underworld 
are present, soliciting customers, and 
the places become clearing houses for 
prostitution. 

*‘Dance Halls.—Several of these have 
heen investigated. Many young girls 
present. No introduction required. 
Dancing and drinking on Saturday night 
in one of them until twilight on Suday 
morning. 

Clubrooms—Several of these have come 
under our investigation where liquor is 
served in abundance on Sunday. 

“Gambling—Reports have come to our 
committee of gambling in saloons, club- 
rooms and rocming houses, where games 
are played for considerable sums of 
money. These places have been watched 
by the committee until the committee 
believes in the truthfulness of the re- 
port. . 

“Saloons—Many dramshops are open 
on Sunday with secret entrances known 
apparently only to their patrons. Liquor 
sold to minors. In one case a minor 
acted as barkeeper. 

“In some districts the street 
girls are over-bold on solicitation, even 
to throwing a cordon of girls across the 
sidewalk before passing men. In many 
houses they are seen at doors and win- 
dows soliciting patrons.

EVIDENCE OF FAKE 


STOCK SHIPMENT 


Shirt Boxes Contained One 
® Shirt Each and Single Socks 
in Shoe Cases. 


An investigation by railroad detectives 
into the attempted burning of a freight 
car laden with merchandise, which re- 
sulted in the arrest at Benton, IIL, last 


Friday, of Meyer Katz and M. Zucker, 
has disclosed that hundreds of: shirt 
boxes in the car contained only one shirt 
each, and that hundreds of shoe boxes 
contained only one pair of cheap socks 
each. Zucker, who held receipt from 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad 
for the merchandise, has brought stit 
for $16,000 damages to the stock. 

Katz, who is a-merchant at West 
Frankfort, Ill., figured in 1914 in an.ar- 
son case with St. Louisans. He was in- 
dicted here by the Federal grand jury 
on a charge of conspiring to carry an 
explosive on a common carrier between 
St. Louls and Neosho, Mo. Others in- 
dicted .with. him were Sam Mintz, a n°- 
torious fence, who was mysteriously 
shot and killed while the indictments 
were pending; Abraham N. Fryer and 


M. Cordelia Ward, a Neosho milliner,” 


whose store it is said was to have been 
burned. 

Fryer and Miss Ward later turned 
State’s evidence, and Katz was the only 
remaining defendant. 

The indictment against Katz was 
guashed upon his attorney’s contention 
that gasoline is not an explosive within 
the purview of the statute under whica 
the indictment was found. The prosecu- 
tion contended that Katz had agreed two 
come to St. Louis and hire a man to set 
the Neosho store on fire. 

In the Benton case Katz had leased a 
rodém in Benton, for a store to be run 
by Zucker. They loaded a freight car at 
West Frankfort for shipment to Ben- 
ton, taking a receipt for the merchan- 
dise. Before the car left West Frank- 
fort a switching crew discovered it was 
in flames. It was taken to a round- 
house tank, where the fire was put out. 

The car was taken to Benton, where, 
detectives say, they found one large box 
filled with hay, in the center of which 
was a keg supposed to have contained 
kerosene. A box of overalls, and the 
hundreds of shirt and shoe boxes, the 
detectives said, also appeared to have 
been saturated with oil. 

Katz and Zucker have been released 
on bond, pending the action of the 
Franklin County grand jury. They. deny 
the charges.

Federal Trade Commission Re- 
ports to Senate on Mid- 
Gontinent Investigation. 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A 


that petroleum pine line companies of 
the midcontinent field, through high tar- 
iffs and unreasonable shipping require- 
ments, have excluded independent ship- 
pers from their lines, was made today 
by the Federal Trade Commission in its 
report to the Senate on a special inves- 
tigation of the business. 

If the five systems that control the 


midcontinent pipe lines charged their 
own refineries for carrying oil at the 
rate they offer to carry it for the inde- 
pendents, the report declares, their an- 


charge 


nual net earnings should show a 41.5 per 
cent profit on their pipe line investments. 
As it is, they are declared to earn more 
than 19 per cent. 

The investigation was ordered by the 
last Concress, which later directed an 
Interstate Commerce Commission in- 
auiry. To avoid duplication the Trade 
Commission confined its work to the 
mideontinent field; while the Commerce 
Commission turned its attention to sys- 
tems operating in the East. 

Summary of Findings. 

The commission summarizes its find- 
ings in this language: 

“The fixed investment in pipe lines is 
extensive and corresponds closely with 
the actual cost of such property. 

“There is a large difference between 
the cost of pipe line transportation, 
which is very low, and pipe line tariff 
rates, while the independent shippers 
cannot use railroads because their rates 
ore still higher. 

“The pipe line companies require large 
minimum shipments, which makes it im- 
practicable for small producers or re- 
tiners to ship:crude oil by pipe line. 

“The price of crude oil delivered at 
the refineries is to a large extent made 
up of the transportation charge. 

“The cost of pipe line construction !s so 
great that small concerns cannot build 
lines from the midcontinent fleld to the 
large consuming and distributing mar- 
kets. 

“Lower pipe’ line rates and smaller 
trinimum shipments are necessary to 
enable small concerns to compete with 
large refineries affiliated with pipe line 
companies.”’ 

Standard Oil Methods, 

Of the five large systems operating in 
the fleld the commission found that two 
belong to the Standard Oil Co. andl that a 
third is controlled by Standard Oil cap- 
italists. The Standard Oil lines are 
given as the Prairie, running northeast 
to Illinois and Indiana; the Oklahoma- 
Louisiana, running southeast to Baton 
Rouge, and the Magnolia, running south 
to Texas points. The others are the 
Gulf and Texas systems. 

Of Staridard Oil methods the report 
Said: 

“The advantage which the Standard 
Oil group derives from the exclusive use 
of the only trunk line from the midcon- 
tinent field to the East would be largely 
removed if this pipe line system became 
a common carrier in fact as well as tn 
name.’’ 

The report has this to say of pipe line 
profits: 

“The net earnings, before deducting 
bond interest, of the companies which 
operate the five pipe line systems in 
the midcontinent field have been 19.33 per 
cent on the net investment for the three- 
year period, 1911 to 1913. These net earn- 
ings, however, do not show what they 
earned from pipe line operations, be- 
cause in most cases these companies are 
engaged in other branches of the oj! 
business, such as producing, refining and 
marketing, and their pipe lines are oper- 
ated merely as departments of this inte- 
grated form of business. These com- 
panies generally treat their earnings as 
though they arose entirely from mer- 
chandising oil, because they are vet have 
not to any significant extent performed 
the duty of common carriers. 

Significance of Rates. 

“The significance of pipe line rates is 
best appreciated by showing the rate 
of return on investment which would be 
obtained if all the oil shipped by the 
interests owning the pipe lines were 
charged the tariff rates at which the 
pipe line offers to take the oil of other 
shippers. Taking all these five pipe 
lines together, the net investment ag- 
sregated in 1913, $43,857,000; the cost of 
transportation by pipe line, including de- 
preciation on investment, $10,624,000: ana 


| the gross receipts. which would have 


been obtained if tariff rates had been 
charged on all the oil carried, $28,837,000. 
On this basis the earnings would have 
been °$18,213,000 and the rate of return 
on the net investment 41.5 per cent. The 
variation in net earnings for the five dif- 
ferent systems would have been consid- 
erable, ranging from 14 to 62 per cent.”

VOTE DOWN SEGREGATION. 
In the debate on the negro segregation ordi- 
nance, which goes to the voters Tuesday, both 


| sides have been well represented in the Post-Dis- 


patch. We have submitted arguments ‘for and 
against the ordinance by leaders of the opposing 
sides. 

In our own opinion the arguments against 
segregation aré unanswerable. They are con- 
vincing to our mind and we believe they ought 
to be so convincing to intelligent voters that the 
segregation ordinance will be defeated. 

The strength of the argument against sesrega- 
tion lies in the essence of the issue. On the one 
side are the fundamental principles of American 
democracy—justice, liberty, equality. On the 
other are their opposites—prejudice, interest, in- 
equality, discrimination. 

The supporters of segregation propose to enact 
prejudice into law; they propose to enact dis- 
crimination into law; they propose to enact in- 
equality into law; they propose to enact injustice 
into law; they propose to restrict the rights and 
liberties of one class of citizens by law. 

American institutions cannot long survive as- 
saults upon equal rights such as that embodied 
in the segregation ordinance. We cannot depart 
from principle and overthrow the rights of one 
class of citizens without menacing the rights of 
all citizens. We must cling to the fundamental 
principles upon which our free government is 
founded, and which are the life of democracy and 
the hope of the world. 

We urge the people to vote against the segrega- 
tion ordinance because we do not believe it can 
be enforced. We hold it to be not only un-Amer- 
ican, but uncenstitutional. We do not believe it 
will stand the test of the courts. 

We find solid ground for this opinion in the 
decisions of the Supreme Courts of two Southern 
States. The Supreme Court of North Carolina 
sweepingly condemned a segregation ordinance, 
It held it was not justified under the authority 
to enact ordinances for the general welfare and 
was an attack on the rights of citizens. We 
quote a part of the Court’s opinion, written by 


Chief Justice Clark: 


If the Board of Aldermen is authorized to 
make this restriction, a bare majority of 
the board could, if they may “deem it wise 
“and proper,” require Republicans to live on 
certain streets and Democrats on others; or 
that Protestants reside only in certain parts 
of the town and Catholics in another; or that 
Germans or people of German descent should 
reside only where they are in the majority, 
and that Irish and those of Irish descent 
should dwell only in certain localities 
designated fér them by the arbitrary 
judgment and permission of the Aldermen. 
They could apply the restriction as well to 
business occupations as to residences and 
could also prescribe the localities allotted to 
each class of people without reference to 
whether the -mafjority already therein is of 
the prescribed race, nationality or political or 
religious faith. 


The Court deelared the ordinance void and 
violative of the public policy of North’ Carolina, 
guaranteeing to all persons, so long as they 
behave themselves, the right to reside in their 
own home wherever it may be located. 

The Georgia Supreme Court granted an injunc- 
tion against the enforcement of a segregation 
ordinance which was practically in the form of 
our pending ordinance. It declared it interfered 
with the natural and constitutional rights of citi- 
zens. : 

The adoption of the segregation ordinance 
would put a blot in the record of St. Louis. It 
would be a futile and disastrous act. It would 
accomplish nothing except to show the willing- 
ness of voters to inject prejudice into our local 
laws and to foment racial animosities. It would 
not gain the end sought by its supporters. 
The ordinance should be voted down.

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UNPREPARDENESS IN OUR CIVIL WAR. 

The technical men of the War Departmest and 
army were behind-hand in our great civil crisis. 
Freech-loading arms had been demonstrated prior 
to 1860. Yet in 1862 we find Secretary Stanton 
recommending that these arms be “gradually in- 
troduced into our service.” In the same report 
to Congress he admitted that “with the best 
breech-loading arm, one skillful man would be 
equal to two, probably three, armed with the ordi- 
uary muzzle-loading gun.” In October, 1864, the 
chief of ordnance reported to Stanton: “The use 
of breech-loading arms in our service has, with 
few exceptions, been confined to mounted troops,” 
and in December: “The experience of the war 
has shown that breech-loading arms are greatly 
superior to muzzle-loaders for infantry as well as 
for cavalry, and that measures should immediately 
be taken to substitute a suitable breech-loading 
musket in place of the rifle musket which is now 
manufactured at the National Armory and by 
Erivate contractors for this department.” 
“Some one,” says Historian James Ford Rhodes, 
“ought to have known this at least three years 
earlier and to have made it his business to im- 
press the importance of ig upon the President, 
the Secretary of War, and Congress.” The Prus- 
slans had used a breech-loading rifle 12 years 
before our Civil War broke out, in the Revolution 
of 1848, and again in the Schleswig-Holstein war 
of 1864. “The dramatic scene of Koniggrfats,” 
says Rhodes, “a great battle between an army 
with breech-loaders and one with muszzile-loaders, 
ought to have been anticipated by two years and 
played upon the field of Virginia or in the moun- 
tains of Georgia. In the art of war we showed 
ourselves inferior to the Prussians, but the fault 
was not with American inventive talent.”

Capons 
cost ‘6 pence each; geese, the same; 
salmon, 6 pence a pound; bucks, 7 
shillings apiece; boars, 11 shillings 
and 4 pence apiece. Sugar was only 
2% pence a pound, and milk was 6 


pence a gallon. 

Claret cost only a shilling and 4 
pence a gallon. The great luxury of 
the time appears to have been spices, 
a pound of cinnamon costing almost 
as much as a buck. Sweets do not 
seem to have been numerous at the 
feast. 

Leche Lombard, a jelly made of su- 
gar, cream, isinglass' and almonds, 
mixed with pork previously pounded 
up with raisins, dates, salt, spices 
and red wine and then boiled in a 
bladder, was a favorite dish.
